U.S.  Agricultural  Exports 
Fall  10  Percent 


U.S.  agricultural  exports  fell  10  percent  in  value  in 
calendar  year  1986  to  $26  billion  and  9  percent  in 
volume  to  108.7  million  tons.  However,  imports  rose 
$1.1  billion  to  a  record  high  of  $21.1  billion. 

Rising  grain  production  in  importing  countries  cut  over¬ 
seas  demand  and  U.S.  exports.  The  USSR  accounted  for 
the  largest  drop  by  cutting  its  purchases  of  U.S.  grain 
11.6  million  tons.  World  agricultural  trade  in  key 
products  fell  in  1986.  As  world  grain  and  oilseed  stocks 
grew,  prices  fell,  further  reducing  the  value  of  U.S.  ex¬ 
ports.  Imports  rose  because  of  higher  world  coffee 
prices,  unfavorable  U.S.  weather,  and  strong  consumer 
demand.  Noncompetitive  imports  such  as  coffee  and 
spices  rose  14  percent  in  1986  to  $7.9  billion.  Competi¬ 
tive  imports  such  as  vegetables  and  fresh  fruits  remained 
virtually  unchanged  at  $13.2  billion. 

Bulk  commodity  prices  weakened,  with  only  a  few  ex¬ 
ceptions.  World  prices  for  primary  commodities,  exclud¬ 
ing  oil,  fell  about  7  percent  in  the  first  11  months  of 
1986.  Food  prices  fell  even  more  sharply.
